The conference held by the rallroad offi- 
dials with the comptroller general was 
quite an informal one, being held for the 
purpose of an interchange of ideas on the 
franchise tax law and for the purpose of 
getting the comptroller’s views as to the 
methods he proposed to pursue in carry-

STARTED FLAMES 


Workman Kicked Ure Lantern 
on Spindle “Top 


Million-Dollar Fire in Texas Oil 
Fields Bankrupts Over Twenty 
Oil Compax:ies—Fire Swept 
Everything—There Was 
No Insurance. 


Beaumont, Tex., April 15.—A workman 
kicked over a lantern at one of the Cald- 
well oil wells in the Hogg-Swayne tract 
on Spindle Top this morning and started 
the fire that resulted in the loss of prop- 
erty valued at $1,000,000 and the bankrupt- 
cy of twenty or more of the smaller com- 
panies. 

There were 175 wells in the tract and 
only five of the derricks and pump houses 
are left standing. Every company that 
has property in the tract is a loser. The 
fire swept the three blocks, covered with 
derricks and pump houses, clear of all 
its buildings. None of the companies had 
a cent of insurance. There were no set- 
tiling or storage tanks in the tract. 

The fire started near the southern edge 
of block 38 and spread three ways. Pump- 
ing stations, derricks and pipe lines all 
fell before it. Large engines and thick 
It is estimated 
that 170 of the wells sustained an aver- 
age direct loss of $3,000 each, This exclu- 
sive of half a million dollars more, the 
aggregate loss on production and other 
indirect damages. 


Fifty or more wells probably were 
ruined.

NEGRO WAS LYNCHED 
FOR KILLING ‘OFFICER 


Immediately After the Lynching the 
Infuriated Whites Rushed to 
the Negro Section of the 
Town and Put Houses to 
the Torch. 


Joplin, Mo., April 15.—Despite the plead- 
ing of City Attorney P. H. Decker and 
the efforts of law-abiding citizens who 
were overcome in a tug of war over the 
body of the victim, a mob tonight hang- 
ed a negro tramp to a telegraph pole 
after forcibly taking him from jail on 
the suspicion that he might be the man 
that last night shot to death Policeman 
Leslie White. The officers was trying to 
arrest some negroes in the Kansas City 
Southern railroad yards. 

The lynching of the negro served only 
temporarily to satisfy the indignation of 
the mob and later tonight hundreds of 
men again assembled and rioted through 
the negro district, burning houses, stoning 
negroes and finally driving every negro 
from Joplin. The pdlice were powerless. 

The negro who was lynched was found 
today in a slaghter house east of Joplin 
by Lee Fullerton. He was armed with 
a rifie. Fullerton slipped.into the struc- 
ture unobserved and crept up behind the 
negro. Fullerton sprang at the man and 
threw him down. The, captor held a 
knife at the captive’s throat until the 
negro surrendered the rifle. Pointing the 
rifle at the prisoner, Fullerton marched 
him to jail, which was sUrrounded by 
hundreds .of people. City Attorney P. 
H. Decker mounted the jail steps and 
made a plea for law and order. 

Battered Down Jail Door. 

This did not appease the mob and a 
short time after Decker's speech the mob 
started to batter down a section of the 
jail wall. Futile efforts were made to 
prevent the entrance of the mob, but 
within fifteen minutes they had gained 
entrance into the jail and secured the 
trembling negro. As he was dragged 
forth, City Attorney Decker again urged 
that the negro be given a trial. For 
half an hour he talked and the mob lis- 
tened to him with the negro in their cus- 
today. 

Some of the t#ansgressors repented and 
began to disperse. Suddenly a rush was 
tnade for the spot where the negro was 
held and he was dragged two blocks 
from the jall. A rope was fastened around 
his neck. After the rope had been thrown 
over the cross bar of a telegraph pole 
a score of men attempted to pul! the ne- 
gro from the ground. As many. more 
seized the negro and tried to prevent his 
being hanged. For some moments it was 
a tug of war, but reinforcements on the 
free end of the rope proved the stronger 
and the negro, despite his protestations 
of innoceneé, was finally swung into the 
air and sttanglea to death, while shouts 
went up from the mob. The name of the 
negro was not known. He was a stranger 
in Joplin. 

The first act of the mob after hanging 
the negro was to demand the release from 
the jail of a local character known as 
Hickory Bill, who was under arrest on the 
charge of assaulting a negro. In the 
hope that this would appease the mob, 
the prisoner was set free. 


Negro Quarters Burned. 

But the mob did not disperse. Instead 
arush was made through Main street, 
and every negro was driven to the north- 
ern part of Joplin, where the colored pop- 
Then the mob charged 
down on the quarter, Stones were thrown, 
doors and windows of negro houses 
were broken in and finally several houses 
were fired. The fire department respond- 
ed, but many of the houses were burned 
to the ground. The mob made endeavors 
to prevent the fire department from ex- 
tinguishing the flames and were partly 
successful. Al] the officers of the city, 
township and county were cailed out, but 
the mob swept them aside and proceeded 
with the rioting. Meyor Trigg ran from 
corner to corner and mounting boxes 
made earnest appeals to the mob to 
cease, but, cheering the mayor vocifer- 
ously. the mob swept on and the depre-

Frantfort, Ky., April 15.—Frank Cecil, 
the first new witness at the present trial 
of Howard, and who is himself under 
indictment for complicity in the Goebel 
murder, was called to the stand by Com- 
monwealth's Attorney Franklin. “this 
morning. Cecil only recently surrender- 
ed himself to the commonwealth, after 
being a fugitive for a year in California 
and Honolulu. He is mow under bond. 

Cecil told a story substantially the 
same as the testimony of Culton, Golden 
and Broughton, witnesses of yesterday, 
who detailed the alleged < plot to- bring 
about the death of Goebel. Cecil says 
Caleb Powers adopted the suggestion of 
Henry Broughton that he (Cecill) might 
be contracted with to commit the crime, 
and asked him to do it. Powers, in the 
conversation relative to the killing of 
Goebel, told the witness that other ar- 
rangemen{s had been made to bring 
about his’ death, and that Cecil was 
wanted in the event that this arrange- 
ment miscarried. This conversation took 
place, he testified. in the public office 
of the secretary of state about dark on 
the afternoon of January 18. Continuing 
Cecil said: 

“On January 30, I was in Taylor’s 
office and Taylor said: 

““Goebel has to be killed or I’ll be 
robbed. I have $2,500 of the cam- 
paign fund and I’ll give that and a 


free pardon to the man who will kill 


him.’’ 

“T told Taylor I was not in that busi- 
ness,” said Cecil. Cecil said he went 
into the agricultural office after the 
shooting and was there until the soldiers 
came. He saw Harlan Whittaker ar- 
rested and proposed to help take Whit- 
taker away from the man who had him. 

Taylor Calls Cecil a Liar. 

Indianapolis, April 15.—Ex-Governor 
Taylor, of Kentucky, this afternoon 
characterized the story that he had of- 
fered Frank Cecil $2,500 to shoot Goebel 
as “an infamous lie.’ He did not know 
Cecil, he said, and had never seen him 
that he knew of.

Resolutions Adopted Declare Or- 
ganized Labor a Menace to 
American Institutions, 


EMPLOYERS TO UNITE 
TO FIGHT EMPLOYEE 


“Golden Rule” Jones, of Toledo, Op- 
posed Resolutions Denouncing 
Labor, but They Were 
Adopted by Overwhelm- 
ing Votes. 


New Orleans, April 15.—Interest in to- 
day's session of the National Association 
of Manufacturers centefed in the report 


of the resolutions committee,: which was 


TO SAVE GILBERT: 


made at noon. The labor question imme- 
diately came to the front in the shape 
of a resolution-. embodying a  decla- 
ration of principles, declaring against 
boycotts and lockouts, recognizing the 
rights of labor to organize,:but ‘‘without 
interference with the liberty .of employ- 
ers,’” denying the right of mnions to fix 
wages and. pledging the association to 
vppose all legislation not in accord with 
tne foregoing. principles. 

A motion to adopt the _ resolutions 
brought a protest from James FF. ‘laier, 
of Cincinnati, who demandea that tne 
reSoiution be printed ang heida over until 
tomuitrow. Mr. Laier was Supportea py 
Mayor Jones, of ‘Loledo, ana a rising 
vole was demanded. ihe motion to deler 
action was lost Dy a heavy vote and the 
resvlutions were adopted. 


Resolutions Adopted. 


They contain the following declarations: 

“J. s'@ir dealing is the rundamental and 
basic principie on ~which reiations De- 
tween empioyees and employers snouid 
rest. 

“2. The Nationat Association of Manu- 
facturers is not opposed to organizations 
of jabor as such, but if is unaiterabiy 
opposed to boycotts, blacklists and otner 
jliegal acts of interference with the per- 
sonal liberty of employer and emplvuyee. 

‘3. No person should be refused em- 
ployment or in any way discriminated 
against on account of membership or non- 
memoership in any labor organization, 
and there should be no discrimination 
against or interference with any em- 
ployee who is not a member of a labor 
organization by members of such organi- 
zations. 

‘4. With due regard.to contracts, i¢ is 
the right of the employee to leave his 
employment whenever he sees fit and it 
is the right of employer to discharge 
any employee when he sees fit. 

“5. Employers must be free to employ 
their work people at wages mutually sat- 
isfactory, without, interference or dicta- 
tion on the part of individuals or organ- 
izations not directly parties to such ¢on- 
tracts. 

“6. Employers must be unmolested and 
unhampered in the management of their 
business and in the use of any methods 
or. systems-of pay which are’ just and 
equviadle. 

“7, No limitation should bé placed upon 
the opportunities of any person to learn 
any trade to which he or she may be 
adapted. 

‘8 This association disapproves abso- 
lutely of strikes and lockouts, and fa- 
vors an equitable adjustment of all dif- 
ferences bettwveen employers’ and em- 
ployees. : 

"9. The National Association of Manu- 
facturers pledges itself’ to oppoSe any 
and all legislation not in accard with the 
foregoing declaration.”’ 


Address by Carroll Wright. 


At the morning session:* Carroll D. 
Wright, commissioner of labor, made an 
address, in the course of which«he said: 

“The working man has risen from igno- 
rance to intelligence, and: as.he has 
reached intelligence he has become more 
or less a greater complication in:indus- 
trial affairs. In his ignorance he did 
not strike; in ‘his inteligence he does 
strike. The next step in the develop- 
ment in his intelligence will be that he 
will not strike; that he will be able to 
accommodate himself to conditions be- 
cause he will understand them better. He 
will be able to recognize his rights in re- 
lation to the rights of others, and to 
know fully what is necessary for success- 
ful production, where he now understands 
only a part. This means, of course, the 
organization, the continuance, the perfec- 
tion of labor unions. Some of the meth- 
ods of the labor union are to be condemn- 
ed. So are some of the methods of the 
capitalistic ‘organizations to be con- 
demned, but because they cannot get on 
together does not mean that either or 
both should be destroyed. They must get 
on together. 

“The great question for emnloyers and 
employees is: Will they, in the conduct 
of their mutual affairs. exceed the mili- 
tant spirit, or invoke that peaceful con- 
sideration which leads to the adoption 
of the elements of business interests?’ 

Manufacturers To Unite. 

The much discussed resolution favor- 
ing united action upon labor matters by 
all employers was next submitted and 
adopted after a short debate. It follows: 

‘Whereas, In order to meet in a col- 
lective, scientific and effectual manner 
the present industrial conditions arising 
from the organization of labor, it is nec- 
essary that there be thorough organiza- 
tion among employers of labor in kindred 
crafts. Be it 

‘Resolved, That the president of the 
National Association of Manufacturers 
appoint a committee of seven with power, 
who, with the president and secretary, 
shall constitute a standing committee on 
the organization of employers. 

“This committee, at the request of any 
five members of this association, employ- 
ers of kindred trades, shall call a meet- 
ing of employers of such trades for the 
purpose of forming :an — association, 
the general. object of which § will 
be to secure and preserve equita- 
ble conditions in the work shops 
of the members’ whereby. ‘'the - inter- 
ests of both employer and employee shall 
be properly protected. And, be it fur- 
ther } 

‘Resolved, That the president and sec- 
retary of this association be, and they 
are hereby,-instructed to cooperate with 
officers of such organization of employers 
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CROUP.

Labor Unions Denounced. 


A resolution charging some unions with 
violence and intimidation resulted in 
much discussion. Numbers of the dele- 
gates declared that the position taken 
by the association was likely to be con- 
strued as an attack on all labor organ- 
izations if the resolution were adopted, 
and Mr. Young was called upon to €X- 
plain that the resolution had no such 
meaning. He declared that the associa- 
tion aimed to regulate the bad in union- 
ism, not to destroy organized labor, and 
the resolution was adopted. It was as 
follows: 

“Whereas, The lawless and vicious ele- 
ment among the membership of some 
Jabor organizations seeks to control the 
industries of our country by intimida- 
tion and violence directed against em- 
ployers and employees, and also under- 
takes to coerce newspapers, political par- 
ties and administrative and judicial au- 
thorities: now. therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers views with appre- 
hension the unrestrained excesses of the 
radical unionists; that we warn the na- 
tion that if these tendencies be allowed 
to go unchecked a grave industrial dis- 
turbance will surely result, and that we 
call upon the good sense and courage 
of the American people to condemn in no 
uncertain terms this widespread attack 
on our political as well as our Industrial 
rights” 

Non-Union Men Indorsed. 
The following resolution. encouraging 
the organisation of non-union workmen, 
was adopted: 

‘Whereas, an alarming tendency has 
arisen on the part of organized labor 
to infringe on the just rights and priv- 
ileges of the individual, as guaranteed by 
the constitution and laws of our coun- 
try; and, 

“Whereas, In several localities there 
has risen on the part of independent 
workmen a movement toward the organ- 
ization of such workmen to protect them- 
Selves against the methods of coercion 
apy intimidatiOn used by certain unions; 
e it 

“Resolved, That the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers of the United 
States of America, in convention assem- 
bled, heartily commends such organiza- 
tion of independent workmen to secure 
and maintain their riehts, and that this 
association hereby pledges its moral sup- 
port to such efforts.” 

A svirited discussion reanlted when the 
subject of convict labor was introduced, 
and after a half hour’s dehate the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 

“Be it resolved. That the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, in conven- 
tion assembled, at New Orleans, on April 
15. does hereby recommend that pnNsoners 
and convicts be employed in working on 
the public highways. and in the making 
of road materials and crushing stone for 
use on the public highways, and the 
care and construction of the buildings 
and grounds where they are permanently 
confined; all of such labor to be performed 
in the communities which are taxed for 
their conviction and support.” 

In an extended speech Mayor Jones, of 
Toledo, protested against the exhibition 
of any bitterness toward labor. 

“T am for peace,!’ he sadi, “and I. think 
that. this association: will make a. most 
serious and grave mistake if it does not 
deal with the labor question on humani- 
tarian.grounds. I urge my own em- 
ployees to join unions. I believe the labor 
union has been a great educator and. I 
am oppoged tO any war on organized la- 
bor.” 

Mr. Jones was interrupted several times 
by attempts to end the debate, but he 
held the floor until he had finished his 
argument. 


Murders Charged to Union. 

The warmest debate of the day 0oc- 
curred when an attempt was made to in- 
Struct the secretary to print and distrib- 
ute a large number of copies of a paper 
read by John Kirby, of Dayton, Ohlo. 
Mr. Kirby's paper, which was read at 
the afternoon session, charged organized 
labor with the direct responsibility for 
many murders and other erimes occur- 
ring during strikes. He was vigorously 
applauded, but) numerous delegates de- 
clared strongly against an official indorse- 
ment of his paper through distribution 
by the association. After an hour's dis- 
cussion Mr. Kirby announced that he did 
not wish his paper printed, except as a 
part of the convention proceedings, and 
that ended the matter, ?, 

A resolution urging the settlement of 
the commercia) differences between the 
United States and Russia was referred 
to the committee on legislation, and after 
an address by T. R. Kackley, of Indian- 
apolis, strongly urging measures favorable 
to an elastic currency, the following res- 
olution upon the subject was adopted: 

“Resolved, That the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers of the United 
States, assembled in convention, protest 
against further delay in elastic currency 
legislation, and favor legislation authoriz- 
ing elasticity in our bank currency with 
proper safeguards for the benefit of our 
producers—the laborer, the farmer and the 
manufacturer and for the general com- 
merce of our people.” 

The report of the committee on legis- 
lation declared that the eight-hour bill 
was defeated through the efforts of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, 
and that the new department of commerce 
and labor was also the result of the as- 
sociation’s efforts. 

The delegates were entertained tonight 
at a smoker given in their honor at Ath- 
letic park.

SECURED FOR CITY 
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Continued from First Page. 
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Mr. Arkwright statéd that he had pre- 
pared several ogmpétitive bids, and he 
presented them to the committees. 


The Réjected Bids. 

Epitomized, the five, rejected proposi- 

tions of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company follow: 

First—Priovided the city would strike 
from its consolidation ordinance '§ the 
clause requiring a gross receipt tax upon 
electric lighting business, the company 
agreed to furnish lights for a period of 
five years for $79.50 per arc; for ten years 
at $75 per arc, provided 1,260 were taken, 
or for $72 per arc, provided 1,500 or more 
were taken. Also that $12.50 of each 
$79.50, or $10 or each $75 or $72, be de- 
ducted from the price of lights each year, 
to be put into a trust fund and the in- 
terest compounded annually. After four 
years the city could withdraw from the 
contract. If she did withdraw, the trust 
fund went to the Georgia company; if 
she did not withdraw the'trust fund’ went 
to the city. It was estimated that by 
the expiration of the term of the con- 
tract the fund would amount -to about 
$275,000. 

Second—The Georgia company to fur- 
nish arcs at $82 per annum, provided the 
lights were taken for fifteen years. From 
each $82 the city was to deduct $12. Bith- 
er party couldd withdraw ‘by giving 
twelve months’ notice. If the company 
withdrew the trust fund was to go to 
the city; if the city withdrew, the trust 
fund was to go to the company. 

Third—Provided the city took 1,250 arcs 
they were to be furnished for $6 per arc 
per annum, and the city was to strike 
from its consolidation ordinance the pro- 
vision for a gross receipt tax from the 
electric lighting business. 

Fourth—The company agreed to furnish 
arcs at $72.50, provided the contract was 
awarded for a: périod of fifteen years. 

Fifth—Reproduced in full elsewhere. 

Sixth—The company agreed to supply 
are lights for $70 per annum, provided a 
ten-year contract was given and pro- 
vided the company was exempted from 
paying a gross receipt tax upon its elec- 
tric lighting business. 

M. R. Waites, general counsel for the 
Bullock Electric Manufacturing Compa- 
ny, was presented to the committee by 
Burton Smith, attorney for J. F. Lester. 
Mr. Waites stated that his company 
would not back the amended proposi- 
tion, but would back the first proposition, 
which exempted it from taxes, gave it 
free water for fifteen years, a free fran- 
chise to do commercial lighting, a free 
site upon which to erect the plant, and a 
fifteen-year contract for the electric 
lighting of the municipality. with the 
provision that at the end of that time 
the plant should become the property of 
the city. 

He was followed by President Ark- 
wright, of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company, who read his six bids in 
competition to the amended proposition 
of the Bullock company. 

Judge W. R. Hammond, representing 
the American Lighting Company, read 
the bid of that concern,’ but it’ was not 
considered by the committees, as it did 
not provide the kind of Nghts wanted 
by the city. : : ;

“Whereas. The Hon. Grover Cleveland 
Was so ciearly stated in his utterances 
on last evening upon the question of the 
Tuskegee institute in New York, the fol- 
lowing cogent, true and unerring definit- 
tion of the race question:

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., April 15.—(Special. )—Sixty- 
five overall makers dropped their needies 
this morning and walked out of Kingler’s 
factory, on Third Street, and within fif- 
teen minutes the doors of the building 
were closed and ail work was sus- 
pended. 

On January 1, last, according to the 
assertions of the overall makers, Manu- 
facturef Klinger signed a contract with 
his employees to pay 67 cents a dozen for 
making overalls. 

This contract, they say, has never been 
compliefl with, and that fact. together 
with the discwarge of a committee whicn 
today asked for its enforcement, weré 
the causes of, the walk out. Notwith- 
Standing the CGontract price indicated, 
the workers declare that Manager Klinger 
allowed only 57 cents for a dozen overalis. 
and then deducted 2 cents for folding 
the garments after they were made. 

A number of protests were made, ac- 
cording to the statement of the walkygouts, 
but nothing was conceded by the factory 
owners, and today a committee compos- 
ed of George Nelson, Mrs. Spence and 
Miss Martin, was directed to call upon 
the local manager and demand a com- 
pliance with the terms of the January 
contract. 

The local manager, after hearing the 
complaint. wired to Managdé-Owner 
Klinger, who is in Atlanta, the situation, 
and received a reply to discharge the

State School Commissioner Merritt was 
in the chair during the greater portion 
of the day. On either side of the presi- 
dent’s -position were «.suspended  pro- 
grammes carrying thé names of those to 
appear along ‘with the hour they were 
expected to speak. 

Rogers Talks of Farms. 

The first number on the programme was 
“The Teaching of Agriculture in the 
Common Schools.’” It was handled by 
J. N. Rogers, professor of agriculture 
of the North Georgia Agricultural col- 
lege, Dahlonega. Professor Rogers quick- 
ly satisfied his audience that he had 
given his subject a thorough and com- 
plete study and that he knew of what 
he was talking. He declared that agri- 
culture should be taught in every school 
in the state and that children should be 
inducted into the work the day they 
enter school. 

“Every time you add a dollar to a 
farmer's wealth you increase his boy's 
higher advancement,” he said. “‘The time 
has come when we have got to meet 
conditions, Have your teachers give the 
children something that will do them 
good at home. If you want true men and 
women, you must give such training as 
they can carry into immediate execution. 
The disposition on the part of human na- 
ture to seek weak places has caused the 
farmer to think that when he geis his 
son a diploma he has fixed that son for 
life. If you want: your boy to be a 
politician he stands a better opportunity 
to succeed on the farm than to be a 
third grade lawyer. More than three- 
fourths of the men. who have prepared 
themselves for the farm have obtained 
distinction in that line. If the question 
of fame is what you want for your son, 
put him on the farm is._my advice. I 
can recall .more young men who have at- 
tained political preferment from the 
farm for which they were prepared than 
from any other calling, law, that step- 
ping stone to politics, included. Then 
we all know there is more independence 
on the farm than in any other walk of 
life, and when there is independence 
there is happiness.”’ 

Professer Rodgers’ address was given 2 
clase and careful hearing and created a 
deep impression. 


Chancellor Hill Speaks. 


Chancellor Hill, of the state university, 
came with a five minutes’ speech, and 
he, too, proved an advocate of agricul- 
tural education. The chancellor was in 
his bestform and his speech, though short, 
was to the point, and produced a most 
impression. Among other 
things he sald: : 

“Por six weeks a person can attend the 
normal! school for a cost of $18. I am 
glad to hear so many indorsements of 
agricultural education in Georgia. At 
the university we send out ten thousand 
pamphlets on nature’s study and we 
have at the university a class of fifteen 
men engaged in studying dairying. In 
the last four. years twice as much money 
has been given to agriculture than to 
any other branch of study. . There has 
been a radical and decided change in the 
agricultural department. When I real- 
ize what my own class at the university 
has done and think of Dudley Hughes 
and his work and the work of those who 
were with us there and who have, like 
Hughes, taken to agriculture, I feel thar 
they have reflected honor upon their and 
my alma mater.” 


Judge Lawson Heard. 

Hon. Thomas G. Lawson, of Eatonton, 
was the last on the programme during 
the morning. It was “Local Taxation 
for Schools” the ex-congressman handled 
and well .did he do it. He proved..a 
strong advocate of local taxation and 
among other things said: 

“Having been reared in the country, my 
sympathies are always with anything 
which may assist’ the country people. 
Municipalities have a most decided ad- 
vantage over the country schools. The 
money now appropriated by the state is 
madequate to carry along the schoois 
outside of towns and cities. Is’ there 
any reason why.-country boys and girls 
should not have at least. some of tb 
education advantages : childsen ;

local tax should be levied. he declared 
that the country offered better advant- 
ages for the development of brains and 
energy. The country boy, he declared, 
nad no opportunity to learn the vices to 
which the town boys are subjected, 

“In the country the boys have no 
temptations brought on by idleness and 
no wicked companions to lead them away. 
Regular employment builds up his physi- 
eal manhood. Conversant day and night. 
with the beauties of the earth, his soul 
exhilarates as he gazes into nature and 
studies its lessens. Charity and hospl- 
tality, two of the cardinal paints of the 
country home, create within the youth 
lofty hopes. Let it be remembered that 
country boys outnumber city boys. In 
respect to education the city boy has a 
superiority over him. The city boy has 
a quick eye and is a close observer. But 
when once educated equally with the city 
boy the country boy is his match in ail 
things, if not his superior. The taxation 
in cities enables longer and better schools 
because tne tax returns are larger. Then 
the system of taxation is quite different. 
I think loca! taxation might bring some 
relief.”’ 

Mr. Lawson then outlined his plan of 
procedure, and his views were in accord- 
ance with the ideas of those who heard 


him. 
Guinn Wants Uniformity. 


Professor R. J. Guinn, president of the 
county board of education of Fulton, 
opened the afternoon session. It was 
“Proper Forms for the Accounts and 
Records of County School Commission- 
ers’ Professor Guinn discussed. His au- 
dience was attentive from start to finisa 
and was well pleased with what they 
heard, He said: 

“There should be a uniform system of 
Keeping the records and accounts of the 
county school commissions so that the 
wor of keeping these records 
may be facilitated as far as 
possible and so that the state superin- 
tendent and auditing committees from 
grand juries may be able to more readily 
eheck up. these accounts. Such a system 
is needed for the reason that very few 
commissioners have business training and 
conseyuently do more work than is reall) 
necessary to keep up this department of 
their dulies. Then again more attentior 
to this side .of our duties will impress 
the public with the idea that we are 
looking well after the business side of the 
state’s educational interests. 

“There is a best way to do everythinz 
and we ought to discover that way and 
should systematize ‘and simplify our 
work in this regard. “I suggest that it 
would be a wise thing for this body to 
appoint a competent committee and take 
this matter up with a view to recom- 
mending a system of. accounting which 
shall be put into all the counties of the 
state.”’ , 

Professor Guinn was on the floor only 
a short time, but during his address his 
views were carefully followed by his 
hearers. 


Brittain Presents Course. 


Professor Brittain. of Fulton, was in 
good form when his turn on the pro- 
gramme came. He spoke from notes 
and his atidress was one full of interest 
to all who heard him. He recounted the 
strength of the school system of the day 
and declared that it was growing strong- 
er @ach day. 

In the course of his remarks he pre- 
sented a course in literature for the com- 
mon sé¢hools. 

Resolution on Text-Books. 

Before the adjournment in the afternoon 
Professor Brittain presented the follow- 
Ing resolution touching the methods of 
supplying text-books: 

“Whereas, pending the final disposition 
of the resolution now before the general 
assembly calling for an investigation by 
a commissoin of the best methods of sup- 
plying text-books, the state board of ed- 
ucation has requested the several county 
boards to defer the adoption of text-books 
until after the adjournment of the sum- 
mer session of the general assembly, and 

‘“‘Whereas, in deference to this request 
nearly all the boards of education have 
postponed the matter of book adoptions, 
and 

“Whereas, it is important in justice to 
educational interests that the question of 
supplying text-books be definitely settled 
one way or the other after all the facts 
have been brough out and discussed; 

“Therefore be it resolved, That we, 
the county school commissioners of Geor- 
gia, without committing this body one 
way or the other on the question of state 
uniformity, most respectfully memorialize 
the legislature to pass a resolution pro- 
viding for a commission to investigate 
and report the facts involved. 

“Resolved further, That copies of these 
resolutions be forwarded by the 


each member of the general assembly.”’ 


Professor Guinn supported the resolu- | 


tion in a brief speech and was followed 
by others who advocated the measure. 
The paper was referred to the commit- 
tee on resolutions and will be taken up 
again tomorrow.

“I am afraid that this will draw dag- 
gers on me,” he said, smilingly, as he 
stepped to the front to read the paper. 
He was correct. The paper brought on 
a very lively discussion. It was strictly 
impersonal, but the lines were very 
sharply drawn. Dr. McRae and several 
other surgeons contended that the gen- 
eral practitioner delays too long in call- 


the 


patient’s condition is such that the sur- 
gical operation can do no good, and then 
another death is popularly charged up to 
‘surgical operation,”’ 
due to the fact that surgical intervention 
was not secured at the proper time. He 
said that a general practitioner should 
not hesitate to call in a surgeon when 
he thought one needed, as it was no 
admission of lack of ability on his part, 
but showed a' commendable concern for 
the patient's welfare. The other side 
of the picture was ably presented by 
several other physicians, who said that 
, it was a mistake to hurry to the surgeon 
whenever there should be an uncommon 
ache or pain; that in too many cases 


that the patient would be injured. They 
pointed out that a popular prejudice ex- 
isted against operations, particularly in 
the country districts, and that often when 
operations were necessary the patients 
could not be persuaded to undergo them 
until too late.

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“FOR CEN. OTIS 
Remarkable Document . Found 
Among Effects of Apuinalde, 


Document Is in Handwriting of Fil- 
ipino Leader, and Is Nothing 
Less Than a Commission 
for the Murder of Gen- 
eral Otis. 


Washington, April 15.—While examining 
an immense quantity of papers captured 
from the Filipino insurgents, Capfaiin 
John R. M. Taylor, of.the Fourteenth jn- 
fantry, acting under the direction of Col- 
onel Edwards, of the department of in- 
sular affairs, a few days ago, discovered 
a remarkable document indorsed on the 
back direction to kill General 
Olls. That indorsement, Captain Taylor 
jnsists, is in the handwriting of Aguina}- 
do, the insurgent chief. A translation of 
the document is as follows: 

“Our Honorable President: We, the 
signers who subscribe the declaration ap- 
pended. by these presents protest against 
the Amcrican proclamation; we recognize 
no authority but that of God and the 
revoluUionary government, and we offer 
our lives and property for the inde- 
pendence of our country. 

“Manila, San Miguel, January 12, 1899. 

“Feliciano Cruz’ (twenty-five signa- 
tures follow). 

On the back is written in the hand- 
writing of T. Aguinaldo: 

“Leberino Kotienko Feliciang de Cruz 
to kill General Otis. Commissioned.”’ 

Captain Taylor called the attention of 
the chief of the bureau of insular affairs 
to this document in the following let- 
ter: 

“Sir: I have the honor to inclose here- 
with a copy and translation of an im- 
portant document I found among the 
records of the Philippine insurgent govy- 
ernment yesterday. The note on the back 
is in the handwriting of Emilio Aguinaldo. 
a handwriting with which I am familiar 
and one of such peculiar manner that it 
cannot be mistaken by one who has seen 
much of it. I have a quantity of helio- 
graphic letters and notes in my official 
possession. The most cursory comparison 
between them and the handwriting of this 
note wi'l show its identity. 

“On Jaruary 4. 1899. a proclamation 
was issued by Genera) Otis in which he 
declared the sovereientv of the United 
ftates over the Philippines.

Denver, April 145.—General Franklin D, 
Baldwin, commander of the department 
of Colorado, who has been asked by the 
war department at Washington to ex- 
plain an interview in this city recently 
in which he was quoted as speaking dis- 
paragingly of. the negro as a soldier, 
said that his statements were misunder- 
stood.

“I class both as second only to the 
American soldier and.I would venture 
any military enterprise with either one of 
those nationalities.”

Here, then, is the testimony of the 
leading man of the negro 
what is, after all, the most vital point 
in this whole negro problem. It is a 
fact that nowhere in this country is 
the negro given the same opportunity 
to earn a living as is afforded hifm in 
the south.” The northern states have 
fufnished ‘innumerable instances of 
riot and bloodshed, strikes and labor 
troulbes, occasioned by the negro’s 
attempt. ta come in competition with 
white men in the pursuits of life. 
There :is no-such blot on the record 
of any southern state. ° 

But, more than this, Mr. Cleveland 
truthfully asserts that the south is 
doing what it can for the advance- 
ment of the negro along practical 
lines. This The Constitution made 
very clear a few weeks ago, when it 
produced the records to show that 
here in Georgia we are educating as 
many negro children as whites—and 


‘that the white taxpayers of this state 


are paying $30 to educate the negro’s 
child where, the negro himseif is pay- 
ing one dollar. But we are not so 
foolish as to seek to use this educa- 
tion to unfit him for any useful career. 
A leader of their own race has de- 
clared that “ninety-five per cent of 
the negroes must continue to earn 
their living with their hands;”’ there- 
fore, it were folly to try to make 
preachers and lawyers and doctors 
and professional men and women out 
of all of them—as too many of our 
northern endowed negro universities 
are now attempting to do. 

The south is helping the negro in 
a practical way. UHer people under- 
stand the negro and his needs. The 
people of the north, for the most part, 
do not; and the consequence is they 
have wasted and are wasting millions 
of money and years of ‘time in a 
fruitless effort to do for the negro in 
one generation what it has taken oth- 
er races of the earth ages to accom- 
plisn. 

Mr. Cleveland sees this point 
clearly, and in addressing himself to 
it he said: 

“As friends of the negro, fully be- 
lieving in the possibility of his im- 
provement and advancement, and sin- 
cerely and con

There was just enough of truth in 
what Mr. Parry said about organized 
labor to give basis for a whole lot 
that was error. In all that he said he 
showed hizmiself to be an extremist. 
Indeed, after reading his address, one 
can hardly help wondering w' at 
might happen if Mr. Parry were a 
leader of organized labor instead of 
a manufacturer. 

That organized labor does, at times, 
go to extremes in fighting its cause 
there can be no question. Such in- 
stances are regrettable and work to 
the injury of the laboring man in the 
end. But if such extremists as Mr. 
Parry are to be found in an organiza- 
tion of manufacturers numberifig a 
few thousands at most, need there be 
any surprise that there are extrem- 
ists among the army of labor, number- 
ing hundreds of thousands? | 

Can we imagine anything more ar- 
bitrary and extreme than Mr. Parry’s 
utterances when he denounced “con- 
ciliation as a myth and arbitration as 
a failure, holding that there can be no 
conciliation oc: arbitration when a gun 
is pointed at the head of employers 
and they are forced to arbitrate, 
whether they will or not.” : 

What, may we ask, would the situa- 
tion come to if the organized labor 
bodies of the country should assume 
a similar attitude and say there shall 
be no such thing as concilfation or ar- 
bitration? And right here we should 
not, in justice, overlook the fact that 


it has *always been organized labor 


is contending for arbitration 
whenever there is a. difference be- 
tween employer and employee, and 
always such men as Mr. Parry—and 
his prototype, President Baer—who

But all this.does not mean that la- 
bor and capital should confront each 
other with daggers drawn, as it were. 
On the contrary, we contend that such 
organizations should afford a simpler 
means of amicably adjusting such 
differences as may from time to time 
arise. Necessarily, it renders it much 
easier for arbitration to step in and 
secure peace between them. And ar- 
bitration, after all, is the only abso- 
lutely just and proper way of settling 
differences of this or any other na- 
ture. Unless, of course, men could be 
depended upon to apply the “Golden 
Rule” in all their dealings with each 
other. This, however, would perhaps 
be too much to expect. 

In the meantime, we cannot hope. to 
see the problem solved or the rela- 
tions between employer and employee 
adjusted by men like Mr. Parry, who 
seem to contend that labor has no 
rights: which capital is bound to re- 
spect, or from those labor leaders 
who hold to the idea that violence is 
of any v lue in settling such dis- 
putes. : :
